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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments to claims 1 and 12 fail to 
overcome the outstanding rejection under 35 USC 101 and 35 (JSC 103. For example, the amendment to claim 1 reciting, "providing one 
or more of the defined PCP motifs for output to at least one of a user, a display, a mempry component and another computer" fails to 
overcome the non-statutory rejection, as "providing... PCP motifs for output" is an intended use of the method and not an actual postivie, 
active method step of "outputting" such that the claim is deemed statutory. The rejections under 35 USC 103 are maintained for the 
reasons set forth in the previous Office Action. Applicant argues that the Venkatatajan reference does not describe defining PCP motifs 
that can be used to search a sequence database, for example. This is not persuasive, as Zhu is relied upon to teach the element of 
sequence alignment using columns to search a database. It is the combination of Venkatarajan in view of Zhu that renders the claims 
obvious, as was stated in the previous Office Action. Applicant argues that there is no teaching of PCP descriptors as eigenvectors. This is 
not persuasive, as Venkatajaran teaches the representation of amino acids by an eigenvector, that could clearly result in such an alignment 
when in combination with the teachings of alignment by Zhu. Futher, Applicant states that there is no description that each of the PCP 
described sequence alignments are analyzed on a column by column basis. This is not persuasive, as Zhu teachs column by column 
alignment such that PCP could be analyzed in combination with the Venkatarajan reference. No claims are allowed. 
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
